Northeast Dries 
Out After Blitz 
Of intense Rain 


Egg Harbor, N. J. 

Last month, the Northeast was 
smothered by blizzards. Now, it’s 
waterlogged by torrential rains. 

The region mopped up Sunday 
after a bout with high wind and 
heavy rains that uprooted trees, 
downed power lines and flooded 
some creeks and rivers. Five peo- 
ple died in storm-related accidents, 
and hundreds of thousands were 
without electricity. 

More than a half-million cus- 
tomers in Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey, New York and Connecticut lost 
electricity at the peak of Saturday’s 
storm, which carried wind gusts of 
up to 70 mph. It came about two 
weeks after heavy snow and hur- 
ricane-force winds left more than 
a million customers in the North- 
east in the dark, (ap)

Two guns used in high-profile 
shootings this year at the Penta- 
gon and a Las Vegas courthouse 
both came from the same unlike- 
ly place: the police and court sys- 
tem of Memphis, Tenn. 

Law enforcement officials told 
The Associated Press that both 
guns were once seized in crimi- 
nal cases in Memphis. 

The use of guns that once were 
in police custody and were later 
involved in attacks on police offi- 
cers highlights a little-known 
divide in gun policy in the Unit- 
ed States: Many cities and states 
destroy guns gathered in criminal 
probes, but others sell or trade the 
weapons in order to get other guns 
or buy equipment. 

In fact, on the day of the Pen- 
tagon shooting, March 4, the Ten- 
nessee governor signed legislation 
revising state law on confiscat- 
ed guns. Before, law enforcement 


agencies in the state had the option 
of destroying a gun. Under the new 
version, agencies can destroy a gun 
only if it’s inoperable or unsafe. 

John Timoney, who led the Phil- 
adelphia and Miami police depart- 
ments and served as New York 
City’s No. 2 police official, said he 
doesn’t think police departments 
should be putting more guns into 
the market. 

“I just think it’s unseemly for 


police departments to be selling 
guns that later turn up,” he said. 

A spokeswoman for the Mem- 
phis police said gun swaps are a 
way to save taxpayer money. 

One of the weapons in the Pen- 
tagon attack was seized by Mem- 
phis police in 2005 and later trad- 
ed to a gun dealer; the gun used 
in the Jan. 4 courthouse shooting 
in Las Vegas was sold by a judge’s 
order and the proceeds given to 


the Memphis-area sheriffs office. 
Neither weapon was sold by the 
Memphis law enforcement agen- 
cies directly to the men who later 
used them to shoot officers. 

In both cases, the weapons 
first went to licensed gun deal- 
ers but later came into the hands 
of men who were legally barred 
from possessing them: one a con- 
victed felon; the other mentally ill.

House Majority Whip James 
Clyburn, D-S.C., cautioned on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press” that “as of 
this morning” House Democrats 
don’t have the votes to pass the Sen- 
ate bill, but he is “very confident

that we will get this done.” 

Gibbs said the president is talk- 
ing to Senate leaders to make sure 
the upper chamber will take up and 
pass a reconciliation bill to modify 
the Senate legislation in order to 


satisfy the concerns of Democrat- 
ic House members. He also said 
the “special deals” that the presi- 
dent found objectionable, such as 
Nebraska’s exemption from paying 
its share of the proposed Medicaid 
expansion, “are indeed out of’ the 
reconciliation bill. 

Sen. Lamar Alexander, R-Tenn., 
also appearing on “Face the 
Nation,” called the Democratic 
plan to pass health-care reform 
through budget reconciliation “the 
most brazen act of political arro- 
gance that I can remember since 
the Watergate era.” He pledged that 
Republican senators will “certain- 
ly offer a large number of amend- 
ments” and “go sentence by sen- 
tence through this 35000-page bill 
to make sure rules are followed” 
during the reconciliation process.

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Social Security lOUs Come Due 


Fund will pay out 
more than it collects 
beginning this year 

Parkersburg, W.Va. 

The retirement nest egg of an entire 
generation is stashed away in this 
small town along the Ohio River: 
$2.5 trillion in lOUs from the feder- 
al government, payable to the Social 
Security Administration. 

It’s time to start cashing them 
in. 

For more than two decades, 
Social Security collected more 
money in payroll taxes than it 


paid out in benefits. This year, 
for the first time since the 1980s, 
the retirement program is pro- 
jected to pay out more in benefits 
than it collects in taxes — nearly 
$29 billion more. 

Sounds like a good time to start 
tapping the nest egg. Too bad the 
federal government already spent 
that money over the years on other 
programs, preferring to borrow 
from Social Security rather than 
foreign creditors. 

In return, the Treasury Depart- 
ment issued lOUs in the form ofTrea- 
sury bonds. Nowthe government will 
have to borrow even more money to 
start paying back the lOUs, and the

timing couldn’t be worse. The gov- 
ernment is projected to post a record 
$1.5 trillion budget deficit this 
year. 

Social Security’s shortfall will 
not affect current benefits. As long 
as the lOUs last, benefits will keep 
flowing. But experts say it is a 
warning sign that the program’s 
finances are deteriorating. Social 
Security is projected to drain its 
trust funds by 2037. 

“This is not just a wake-up call; 
this is it. We’re here,” said Mary 
Johnson, a policy analyst with The 
Senior Citizens League. “We are not 
going to be able to put it off any- 
more.” STEPHEN OHLEMACHER (AP)

Netanyahu 
Apologizes 
For Gaffe 

Jerusalem 

Israel’s prime minister expressed 
regret Sunday for a crisis with the 
United States over plans to expand 
a Jewish neighborhood in east Jeru- 
salem, even as American officials 
played down the apology. 

Israel’s already strained rela- 
tionship with the U.S. hit a new 
low last week when the Jewish 
state announced plans during a 
visit by Vice President Joe Biden 
to build 1,600 homes for Israelis 
in east Jerusalem, which Palestin- 
ians claim as their capital. 

The news embarrassed Biden 
and cast a shadow over U.S.-medi- 
ated peace talks. A day after Biden 
left. Secretary of State Hillary Clin- 
ton called Netanyahu and vented 
frustration for 43 minutes. 

In his first public comments on 
the matter, Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu told his Cabi- 
net Sunday that he was sorry about 
the fiasco. “There was a regrettable 
incident that was done in all inno- 
cence and was hurtful, and which 
certainly should not have occurred,” 
he said. At the same time, he gave 
no sign he would scrap the settle- 
ment plan. JOSEF FEDERMAN (AP) 


Consulate employee, 
husband are killed 
in drug-plagued city 

Ciudad Juarez, Mexico 

Three people with ties to the Ameri- 
can consulate were killed in a drug- 
plagued Mexican city, including 
a U.S. couple shot to death with- 
in sight of the border with their 
baby in their backseat, officials 
said Sunday. 

President Obama expressed out- 
rage over the killings, and Mexican 


President Felipe Calderon prom- 
ised a swift investigation. 

Several U.S. citizens have been 
killed in Mexico’s drug war, most 
of them people with family ties 
to Mexico. However, it is rare for 
U.S. government employees to be 
targeted. 

The three died during a par- 
ticularly bloody weekend in Mex- 
ico, with nearly 50 people killed in 
apparent drug-gang violence. 

The U.S. consulate employee 
and her husband were shot to death 
Saturday in their car near the Santa 
Fe International bridge linking

The State Department on Sunday 
authorized the temporary departure 
of dependents of U.S. personnel in 
the consulates of northern Mexico, 
including in Tijuana, Nogales, Ciudad 
Juarez, Nuevo Laredo, Monterrey, 
and Matamoros— not just because 
of the incident in Juarez, but because 
of violence mounting along the bor- 
der.

A ‘Warning’ in Kandahar 



Taliban say attacks 
show they’re ready to 
battle NATO troops 

Kandahar, Afghanistan 

The Taliban on Sunday called 
their deadly bomb attacks on the 
southern Afghan city of Kandahar 
a warning to NATO’s top general 
that the insurgents were ready for 
the war’s next major offensive in 
their heartland. 

The series of bombings that 
demolished buildings and killed 
dozens — including 10 people at 
a wedding — prompted the pro- 
vincial governor to plead for more 
security in the area. Fearful resi- 
dents said they had no confidence 
that either government or foreign 
troops can protect them. 

Taliban spokesman Qari Yousef 
Ahmadi said the Saturday night 
attacks proved the insurgents were 
still able to operate despite the 
buildup of Afghan and internation- 
al troops in preparation for a push 
into Kandahar province. 

A Taliban-linked Web site called 


the attacks a “warning” to NATO’s 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal, who has 
said coalition forces will target Kan- 
dahar later this year after driving 
the insurgents from a stronghold in 
neighboring Helmand province. 

“Gen. McChrystal has said that 
soon they will start their opera- 
tions, and now we have already 
started our operations,” Ahma- 
di told The Associated Press in a 
telephone interview. “With all the 
preparations they have taken, still 
they are not able to stop us.” 


However, Ministry of Interior 
spokesman Zemeri Bashary said 
the attacks failed to achieve their 
main objective, which was appar- 
ently to repeat the success of a 2008 
suicide bombing at the prison gates 
that freed hundreds of criminals 
and suspected insurgents. Canadi- 
an troops had recently reinforced 
the lockup with cement block. 

The multiple explosions killed 
at least 35 people, according to the 
Ministry of Interior, kay johnson and

Nepal Seeks New Niche 


Country hopes to be 
a tourism destination 
for same-sex couples 

Kathmandu, Nepal 

Nepal wants to paint Mount Ever- 
est pink. 

It wants gay honeymooners 
trekking through the Himalayas. 

It wants to host the world’s 
highest same-sex wedding at Ever- 
est base camp. 

But mainly, the conservative 
Hindu nation wants a chunk of the 
multibillion-dollar gay tourist mar- 
ket to help pull it out of poverty. 

That quest — brushing aside 
historical biases in pursuit of eco- 
nomic opportunity — is symbolic 
of one of the gay rights movement’s 
most stunning successes. 

Just five years ago, police were 
beating gays and transsexuals in 
the streets. Now, the issue of gay 
rights is almost passe here. 

Nepal has an openly gay parlia- 
mentarian, it is issuing “third gen- 
der” identity cards, and it appears

Path to Equality

A Bailout for Your Electricity Bill 



States to promote 
efficient appliances 
with trade-in rebates 

Personal Finance 

About three dozen states will soon 
offer you a rebate of as much as 
$250 if you trade in your clunky 
old clothes washer, refrigerator 
or water heater for a more effi- 
cient model. Besides the money 
back, you’ll welcome the savings 
on your electric bill. 

Here is a primer on the pro- 
gram. 

WHEN: Nearly three dozen states 
will roll out appliance rebate pro- 
grams over the next two and a half 
months, according to the Depart- 
ment of Energy. You can find the 
schedule for your area at Ener- 
gysavers. gov/financial/70022, 
html. 

WHY: The Obama administra- 
tion is trying to stimulate econom- 
ic activity while also encouraging 
consumers to be more efficient in 
their energy use. Under the fed- 


eral stimulus act, the government 
has allocated $300 million to the 
states and seven U.S. territories for 
appliance rebates. 

WHAT: Eligible trade-ins will vary 
by state. In California, for instance, 
the program will give rebates for 
three types of appliances: clothes 
washers ($100), refrigerators ($75) 
and air conditioners ($50). You 


must purchase an Energy Star- 
qualified appliance. An Energy Star 
clothes washer, for example, uses 
about 30 percent less energy and 
more than 50 percent less water 
than a regular washer. 

HOW: Generally, people are 
required to contact the state agen- 
cy running the program through 
a Web site or a telephone number 


to reserve their rebate before they 
buy an appliance. The amount of 
time allotted to submit your proof 
of purchase varies by state, so check 
the program’s Web site. 

The program will last as long 
as the states and territories have 
money to support it. For instance, 
Iowa’s program was so well-received 
that it exhausted its funding of 
$2.8 million for about 9,000 rebates 
in six hours on March 1. 

HOW MUCH: Amounts could 
range from $50 to $250, depend- 
ing upon the product being pur- 
chased, the purchase price and 
“other market factors,” the DOE 
says. Unfortunately, you can’t get 
a rebate retroactively for that ener- 
gy-efficient appliance you bought 
before your state’s program went 
into effect. 

The DOE says replacing a clothes 
washer made before 2000 with a 
new Energy Star model can save 
$135 per year in water and elec- 
tricity costs; replacing a refrig- 
erator made before 1993 with a 
new Energy Star one can lower 
your electric bill $65 per year.

Bat Mishandling Alleged 


Group says National 
Zoo is responsible for 
deaths in bat colony 

Washington 

The idea was for the National 
Zoo to establish a captive colony 
of endangered Virginia big-eared 
bats, to shield them from a dead- 
ly epidemic and ensure that there 
would be survivors should the wild 
population be destroyed. 

But five months after the proj- 
ect began, most of the bats in the 
colony are dead, and a consultant 
hired by the zoo said it mishan- 
dled the animals and disregard- 
ed advice she gave that might have 
saved them. 

“Mishandling of the bats result- 
ed in broken fingers, soiled fur, skin 
infections ... bruised legs ... anorexia, 
capture myopathy and death,” the 
consultant. Missy Singleton, wrote 
in a December report. 

Zoo scientists said there have 
been bruises, eating problems and 
fatal skin infections among the bats

— caused, essentially, by captivity, 
not by mishandling. 

The zoo admitted that the effort 
has been distressing. Officials said 
that the surviving 10 — of the orig- 
inal 40 — may also die. 

The controversy is being played 
out against the backdrop of the so- 
called “white-nose syndrome,” a 
fungus that has killed more than 
a million bats of various kinds 


in recent years throughout the 
Northeast. 

On Monday, the watchdog group 
Public Employees for Environmen- 
tal Responsibility blamed the sit- 
uation on the zoo’s “ignorance 
and incompetence,” and asked 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
to revoke the zoo’s permit for the 
colony and transfer the surviving 
bats elsewhere. 

Diana Weaver, a spokeswoman 
for the wildlife service’s northeast 
region, said in an e-mail Thursday 
that the agency is investigating. 

“All information we have 
received from the Smithsonian so 
far leads us to believe they are doing 
everything they can to care for the 
remaining bats,” she wrote. 

Bats are major consumers of 
mosquitoes and other pests, and 
any threat to them is worrisome, 
experts said. The wildlife ser- 
vice has said there are only about 
15,000 Virginia big-eared bats 
in existence and if the disease 
strikes them, “this bat subspe- 
cies could likely become extinct.”

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A Pearl of D.C. History 



Group hopes boat will 
help educate public on 
slave escape attempt 

Washington 

The Pearl Coalition, which hopes 
to educate people about a 160-year- 
old D.C. story — the largest record- 
ed slave escape attempt in Ameri- 
can history — thinks it has found 
the perfect learning tool: a schoo- 
ner the same size as the slaves’ orig- 
inal getaway boat. 

The only problem: The vessel 
is stuck in El Salvador awaiting 
$300,000 in repairs before it can sail 
to its new home in the District. 

“The story of the Pearl is clas- 
sic. It is the American dream at its 
best,” said David Smith, executive 
director of the coalition, a team of 
D.C. movers and shakers, historians 
and educators. “It is something to 
be proud of.” 

On April 15, 1848, more than 70 
slaves from Maryland, the District 
and Virginia gathered at the Sev- 
enth Street pier in Southeast Wash- 
ington and boarded the Pearl, hop- 
ing it could take them to freedom. 
Stormy weather left them stalled in 
the Chesapeake Bay long enough 
to be recaptured, but the attempt 
brought fame to some of the pas- 
sengers and buoyed the abolition 
movement. 

“Freedom might have been geo- 
graphically close but a very differ- 
ent thing to achieve,” said Mary 
Kay Ricks, an author of a book on 
the Pearl’s history. “It was an event 
that shook Washington. It shook 


Congress.” 

The Pearl Coalition was original- 
ly formed by Lloyd D. Smith, David 
Smith’s grandfather and a D.C. plan- 
ner and community leader. 

David Smith would like to start 
a program in which youths would 
learn the hands-on skills of carpen- 
try and boatmaking while repairing 
the Spirit of the Pearl in El Salvador. 


Once the boat arrives in D.C., those 
youths could work to get the vessel 
ready for educational cruises for 
schoolchildren and tourists. 

The coalition is still in dis- 
cussion with city agencies and 
the Southwest Waterfront devel- 
opment project to secure a place 
for the vessel, christy Goodman

Kansas, Kentucky, Duke and Syr- 
acuse earned top billing and the 
No. 1 seeds for the NCAA tourna- 
ment Sunday, with the Jayhawks 
named the top seed overall for the 
2010 version of March Madness. 

Play starts Tuesday with an 
opening-round game between 
Arkansas-Pine Bluff and Win- 
throp, and the 

8 tournament goes 

into full swing 
Thursday. 

In shaping the 
bracket, the selec- 
tion committee 
didn’t include 
teams’ perfor- 
mances in their 

last 12 games — 

a longtime staple of its expansive 
criteria that was deemed as carry- 
ing too much weight. 

But Syracuse (28-4) still took a 
bit of a hit, ranked fourth among 
the top seeds, behind Duke, and 
was sent to the West region. The 
Orangemen closed out the sea- 
son on their first two-game losing 
streak and lost center Arinze Onu- 
aku in a loss to Georgetown in the 
Big East quarterfinals.

Men’s College Hoops 

The college basketball season’s 
most significant question does not 
concern a team, player or coach, 
but rather an easily recogniz- 
able, straight-lined symmetrical 
image, a bracket that has embla- 
zoned T-shirts and hampered office 
productivity in March for a quar- 
ter century. 

The NCAA tournament — 
tweaked just once since 1985 — is 
potentially on the verge of a dra- 
matic growth spurt that could 
alter its beauty, appeal and long- 
term relationship with the sport- 
ing public. The NCAA, which 
could opt out of its $6 billion tele- 
vision rights deal with CBS by July 
31, is considering expanding the 
65 -team field to include as many 
as 96 teams. 

As teams jockeyed for seed- 
ing and berths in this year’s tour- 
nament, coaches, fans and media 
members engaged in a public 
debate — much like the private one 
NCAA executives are having with 
informed parties — about what, if 
any, changes should be made to a 
three-week event that has become 
one of the nation’s most popular 
sports fixtures. 

Most fans and media members 
pan significant expansion because 
they feel it will cheapen the reg- 
ular season, render many first- 
round NCAA tournament games 
unappealing and reward middling 


teams when they have little to no 
chance to win the national cham- 
pionship. 

Most coaches endorse it because 
it would provide memorable expe- 
riences for more players, benefit 
capable teams they feel are exclud- 
ed from the current field and per- 
haps even save jobs of colleagues 
who are judged by their ability to 
make the NCAA tournament. 

The following issues are all par- 
amount: Should the purpose of the 
event be to create the best experi- 
ence for the players? Should it be 
to stage the fairest championship 
event? Or should holding an enter- 


Other Options 

Not all coaches agree expand- 
ing the NCAA tournament field to 
96 teams is the right move. West 
Virginia's Bob Huggins wants to see 
Division I basketball split into sub- 
divisions, much like what is done 
in college football. Florida State’s 
Leonard Hamilton would be open to 
every Division I team playing in the 
NCAA tournament. And California’s 
Mike Montgomery has said, if expan- 
sion occurs, perhaps the extra round 
of games could take the place of 
conference tournaments, (twp) 


taining tournament be the focus? 
Asked those three questions, Greg 
Shaheen, the NCAA’s senior vice 
president of basketball and business 
strategies, said simply, “Yes.”

Syracuse coach Jim Boeheim have 
been among the most outspoken 
proponents of expansion in recent 
years. Both national title-winning 
coaches have missed the NCAA 
tournament in a decade that has 
been defined by parity. 

In 2006, George Mason became 
the first mid-major team in the 
modern era to reach the Final 
Four, and the Missouri Valley Con- 
ference earned as many tourna- 
ment berths (four) as the ACC. At 
the time. Mason’s inclusion was 
extremely controversial. The Patri- 
ots’ magic run, some say, shows 
why a bigger at-large field is best 
for the tournament. 

“How many people thought 
George Mason had a chance to 
play in the Final Four?” Virgin- 
ia Tech coach Seth Greenberg 
asked. “They were about the

Nashville legend 
John Hiatt brings 
wit and wisdom 
to his latest album

Even if you’ve never heard of John 
Hiatt, you’ve no doubt heard one of 
his songs. With a reputation as a 
songwriter’s songwriter, the Indi- 
ana-born, Nashville-based musi-

cian has been covered by pretty 
much everyone who ever picked 
up a guitar. 

Bonnie Raitt has a major hit 
with his “Are You Ready for a Thing 
Called Love?” the royalties of which 
sent Hiatt’s kids to college. He’s 
also been covered by Bob Dylan, 
Emmylou Harris, Roseanne Cash, 
Keith Urban and too many others 
to list. Even punk legend Iggy Pop 
tipped his hat Hiatt-ward when he 
included a typically raucous take 
on “Something Wild” on his 1990 
album “Brick by Brick.” 

But arguably the best way to 
hear Hiatt’s songs is to hear him 
sing them. He possesses a froggy 
voice, like a looser Dock Boggs or 
a less nasal Dylan, and especially 
35 years into his career, that voice 
evokes miles of bad road and years 
of hard living that add texture and 



ain’t dying. I’m alive — barely. But 
that being said, some of these old guys 
are doing their best work ever.”

truth to his lyrics. 

So, while his latest, “The Open 
Road” (New West), is a typical 
Hiatt album in that it contains 
reliably sturdy licks and witty 
observations about love and regret, 
lust and heartache, “My Baby” is 
one of his randiest songs yet, as 
Hiatt shows off his best Elvis to 


talk about a woman who “brings 
me coffee in her careless pant- 
ies” and is “so beautiful it hurts 
my feelings.” 

By contrast, “Go Down 
Swingin’” and “Wonder of Love” 
sound like statelier, more subdued 
ruminations on age, bolstered by 
concrete details that immediate- 


ly pull the listener into Hiatt’s 
world. 

Hiatt recorded the songs at 
his home outside Nashville, invit- 
ing his touring band to lay down 
track during the spring and sum- 
mer of 2009. “I do like the feel of 
this record,” Hiatt says. “I think it’s 
good garage rock and blues, with 
a little touch of folk rock thrown 
in. I’d pay to be a member of this 
band.”

Bad Girls Have Staying Power 



The Runaways are 
in the spotlight 30 
years post-breakup

Formed in 1975 and defunct by 
’79, the Runaways are perhaps 
more legendary than listened to. 
The band of teenage misfits was 
assembled by showbiz entrepre- 
neur/svengali Kim Fowley, who 
devised their jailbait images: tight 
jumpsuits and lingerie sets, lyrics 
about come-hither glances and flip- 
ping the bird to authority figures. 
They recorded a handful of great- 
to-adequate albums, hit it big in 
Japan and broke up before any of 
them were old enough to drink. 

Even if their albums have been 
out of print for years, the Run- 
aways’ legacy thrives. The stut- 
tering single “Cherry Bomb” has 
been endlessly anthologized on 
punk compilations, even if the Run- 
aways had only a glancing associa- 
tion with that scene or sound. After 
the breakup, rh 3 Thm guitarist Joan 
Jett sold 10 million copies of “I Love 
Rock & Roll,” lead guitarist Lita 
Ford scored two solid hair-metal 
hits in the mid-’80s, and Cherie 
Currie acted here and there. 

Now, more than 30 years after 


they parted ways, the Runaways are 
getting the Hollywood biopic treat- 
ment. Kristen Stewart and Dako- 
ta Fanning certainly look the part 
of Jett and Currie playing fierce 
juvenile-delinquent trash rock, 
but early trailers suggest director 
Floria Sigismondi may be over- 


selling their importance, implying 
that fame killed the band when, 
in fact, they struggled more than 
succeeded. 

Coinciding with the movie 
release (March 19) and its sound- 
track (featuring original Runaways 
songs along with new versions 


by Stewart and Fanning), Hip-0 
Select has repackaged the band’s 
first three studio albums and 1977’s 
“Live in Japan” onto “The Mercu- 
ry Albums Anthology,” which is 
more fun that you might expect 
or remember.

Noise” in 1977 is notable: They’re 
trying out new sounds and styles, 
expanding their range and squeez- 
ing themselves out from under Fow- 
ley’s thumb. Unfortunately, Currie 
left the group that same year, and 
the Runaways’ third album, “Wait- 
in’ for the Night,” sounds lacklus- 
ter without her. 

While they have influenced 
a wide range of female (and, no 
doubt, male) musicians from the 
Go-Gos to Courtney Love to the 
Donnas, the Runaways survive 
as much as a concept as a band. 
So “The Mercury Albums Anthol- 
ogy,” despite its clunky title, is a 
much-needed compilation, one that 
complicates the legend simply by 
presenting the songs themselves.
